Allies Pursue 
Jap Convoy, Hit 
Two More Ships

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, Monday, Jan. 11.— 
(P)—Allied heavy and medium 
bombers yesterday continued re- 
lentlessly pounding the Japanese 
convoy fleeing from Lae, New 
Guinea, scene of the enemy’s 
costly attempt to land reinforce- 
ments. 

Direct hits were scored on two 
ships of the convoy from which 
three troop transports already had 
been sunk, General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur reported. 

Other Australian and American 
planes at the same time poured 
bombs, cannon and machinegun 
fire in the Lae harbor area and 
the airdrome. 

Shadow Convoy. 

Farther northwest along the 
New Guinea coast Flying For- 
tresses bombed the recently 
strengthened Japanese bases at 
Finschhafen, Madang and Wewak. 

Shadowing the retreating von- 
voy throughout Saturday night, 
Liberators, Catalinas and Flying 
Fortresses fought off weak enemy 
air interception attempts and 
scored hits on two unidentified 
ships of the convoy between Gas- 
mata and Rabaul. 

Australian Beaufighters 
American Mitchells, escorted by 
Lightnings, resumed the work of 
destruction at Lae Sunday morn- 
ing, starting fires which were 
visible for many miles at sea. 

Damage Heavy 

“Damage was heavy,” the com- 
munique said. 

Pressure on the remaining pock- 
et of Japanese at Sanananda was 
maintained.

Take Many Towns. 

In the Caucasus, the commu- 
nique declared the Red Army cap- 
tured Nezlobnaya, five mules 
southwest of Georgievsk, and 
Lisogorskaya, a little farther to 
the southwest. Northeast of Geor- 
gievsk they claimed Vorontsovo- 
Alexandrovskaya, 30 miles up the 
Kuma river. 

Between Georgievsk and Voront- 
sovo-Alexandrovskaya, the Rus- 
Sians said they occupied Obilnoye, 
Novozevedenskoe, Kuma and Ot- 
kaznoye, on both sides of the rail- 
road running northeast of Geor- 
gievsk, Obilnoye is 10 miles 
northeast of the railway city, 

The other main line of advance 
in the Caucasus went along the 
Malka river, running west of 
the Prokhladny-Georgievsk rail- 
way south of Pyatigorsk. 

The farthest point reached there 
was Kamennomostskoe, 23 miles 
south of Pyatigorsk. Sarmakovo 
and Malka were reported occu- 
pied just northeast of Kamenno- 
mostskoye. 

The Russian communique de- 
clared large quantities of war ma- 
terial were captured in the north 
Caucasus, with more than 200 of 
the enemy killed in a battle at one 
place.

(Co-ordinating with the 
United States attack were day 
and night RAF assaults on the 
African Corps along a 180-mile 
stretch between Tripoli and 
the Wadi Zem-Zem, where the 
British Eighth Army has been 
drawing up for attack. In- 
creasing German nervousness 
and assertions from Berlin 
that the British were prepar- 
ing for a full-scale attack were 
reminiscent of the Axis re- 
ports a few days before Gen- 
eral Sir Bernard L. Montgom- 
ery renewed his offensive re 
cently at El Agheila.) 

Many observers at Lieutenant 
General Dwight D. Eisenhower’s 
headquarters believe Tripoli itself 
is indefensible and that the Ger- 
man marshal and his African 
Corps must attempt to withdraw 
into Tunisia. 

These observers said the cancen- 
trated Allied air attacks Friday 
apparently anticipated this move 
and were aimed to cut Rommel’s 
supplies and weaken his retreat 
before the British Eighth Army in 
Libya.

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Women in War Industry 
Some interesting data has been secured in 
a@ recent survey of women in war industry, con- 
ducted by the Management Research division 
of the National Industral Conference Board. 


For one thing, the idea which was supposed 
to attract many women into factory work, the 
glamorizing of work uniforms, seems to have 
backfired. Experience is proving that women 
workers are, in a majority of cases, rather 
disdainful of ell the fuss made over “attrac- 
working clothes. What they want is 
sensible. convenient and inconspicuous Cos- 
tumes for their work. Especially if there is 
no place, where she works, provided for chang- 
ing clothes, the average woman resents wear- 
ing a uniform which makes her conspicuous 
on the street, going to and from her home. 


In short, if there is to be any glamorizing, 
she prefers to attend to it herself outside of 


working hours. 

Most companies have found it very im- 
portant to make the first introduction to fac- 
tory work easy for women who have never 
been in that type of employment before. One 
company starts new girls to work in pairs, an- 
other has a committee of 12 girls to look after 
newcomers, answer questions and give advice. 
Another has applicants for jobs conducted 
through the plant before they are engaged, 
permitting them to see exactly the conditions 
and surroundings of the work they will have 
to do. This, it is stated, has lessened the 
number of women who decide to take the job, 
but it resulted in an extremely low turn-over 
among those who did accept. 

There has been, in some sections, a disap- 
pointing reluctance on the part of many women 
to even consider war factory work. Many have 
feared it would lower their social standing, 
that they would fall in the estimation of their 
neighbors. Women as a whole do not yet feel 
any necessity for them, personally, to go into 
work. .

In one large city a manufacturing plant 


needing many women workers found they re- 
ceived a very small response from advertise- 
ments in the classified columns of the local 
newspapers, but when they advertised in the 
parts of the paper devoted to department store 
advertising, which nearly all women read, the 
results were more than satisfactory. 


In another large city, another concern is 
opening employment information centers In 
the shopping sections, where representatives 
answer questions about the nature of the work 
to be done, training required, hours of work, 
pay, etc. 

In all, the survey that the most 
success in bringing needed women into Such 
work is where they have been intelligently ap- 
proached, honestly informed about the type 
of work and conditions in the plant and where 
they have been treated in matter-of-fact, busi- 
nesslike manner, rather than as highly pub- 
licized and glamorized oddities.

AMERICA ON THE MARCH 
(From The Greensboro Herald-Journal.) 


The story of a nation’s life, always compli- 
cated and often contradictory, cannot be com- 
pletely understood or estimated by the occasional 
mistakes that it makes or the temporary reverses 
that it suffers. 

We have made mistakes in this war. We have 
suffered some reverses. But after one year, fol- 
lowing the treacherous attack upon Pearl Har- 
bor by Japan, we know that neither our mis- 
takes nor our reverses can ever begin to tell the 
story of what America has accomplished during 
the last 12 months. 

The plain fact is that we are making a record 
in America, and we ought to be proud of it. 
Look at the increase of war production all along 
the line. We are not satisfied with it. We ought 
not to be satisfied with it. But it is a good 
record just the same. “Currently, for the first 
time, the United States is turning out combat 
armaments in as great a volume as the entire 
wal Donald Nelson said.

All of this palaver has the earmarks of 
undiluted hokum. It seems designed to cajole 
the public into believing that our national 
legislators are bent on relieving it of an im- 

By inference it carries 
the suggestion that there is a huge waste of government non-war 
expenditures. . 

The most superficial analysis of current and proposed govern- 
ment spending will show the shallow ground on which the economy 
advocates stand. It should be enough to show them up for what 


they are. 
STATISTICAL FACTS Secretary of Commerce Jesse Jones 

; has prepared a short statistical table 
which illustrates the picture perfectly. Here it is: 

In 1939 there were total federal expenditures of $6,800,000,000. 
Of this $1,400,000,000 went for war and $5,400,000,000 for non- 
War activities. 

In 1941 the total was $16,400,000,000, representing the first year 
of our war preparations. Of the amount, $11,200,000,000 went for 
war and $5,200,000,000 for non-war purposes. 

By 1942 the total increased to $54,300,000,000, including $50,- 
000,000,000 for war and $4,300,000,000 for non-war activities. 

Finally, the projected figures for 1943 are total expenditures 
ef $92,000,000,000, of which $88,000,000,000 will be for war and 
$4,000,000,000 for non-war operations of the government. 


ALREADY REDUCED Now it is apparent from the figures 

that we have already reduced expen- 
ditures for non-war activities by more than 25 per cent since the 
war started in 1939. That represents a pretty substantial cut in 
our normal peacetime operations. It may be possible to make even 
greater reductions. Certainly we should do away with all non- 
essential non-war activities. 

But the point of it is, as shown by the Jones table, that if we 
wiped out all of the non-war activities of the federal government 
it still would not make as much as a five per cent dent in our total 
expenditures. 


WHICH IS WHICH? Now not even the most blatant of the 

economy advocates are urging anything 
like that. Somewhat realistically President Roosevelt has pointed 
out that it is not always easy to separate war from non-war ac- 
tivities of the government. What about federal meat inspection 
service, he asked? That is just as important to the civilian popu- 
lation as it is to the army.. Hundreds of other government services 
come within the same category. Practically the entire operations 
of the agricultural department may legitimately be considered 
war functions because of the importance of producing sufficient 
food supplies for ourselves and our allies. 

The net result is that if the eeonomy bloc is able to whittle 
off an additional 25 per cent from the non-war budget of the gov- 
ernment the saving would amount to only one billion dollars, or 
roughly about one per cent of what it is proposed to spend during 
the present year. 


POLITICAL BACKGROUND One p€r cent is one per cent, 


however you take it; but if 
there is any relief in that for the taxpayers measuring up to the 
claims of the economy advocates is too infinitesimal to be felt. 
The blatantiy announced plans of Minority Leader Martin and 
Senator Byrd are, of course, pure hokum. It is doubtful that either 
of them is as much interested in economy as they are in giving 
a picture of governmental waste, which would tend to poison the 
people against the Roosevelt administration. 

What they are doing is a sample of the political sniping that 
has been going on in Washington for a period of the past six years. 

The -economy advocates first began screaming national bank- 
ruptcy when the early great appropriations for WPA and other 
public works began to be put forward by the administration in the 
interest of work relief. Senator Byrd was one of the leaders of 
the pack even then. 

What we spent back in the WPA days, of course, looks like 
chicken feed today, compared with the multiple billions we are 
now having to use for war purposes. None of the old penny-pinch- 
ers are able to shout national bankruptcy now for the reason that 
it doesn’t matter what it costs us to win the war. 


NONE DENY NEED No one denies the need for economy in 


government wherever it can be effected. 
Doubtless we could do without many of the federal services: with 


‘which we have been pampered. Some of them could not be dis- 


pensed with without marked retrogression. But the emphasis 
being put on the economy drive now by the Martins and the Byrds 
is out of all proportion to the results to be accomplished.

Of course, the government is expected to write off most of the 
state debts within the next two years and so it may turn out that a 
little more than a million dollars was given away. Regardless of 
that, no one objected to the payment of a debt. 

Yet, immediately that the check was mailed, Mr. Talmadge 
began to make charges that “they,” meaning his opposition in the 
past campaign, was condemning him for having paid it. 

He said they were outraged because they wouldn’t have a chance 
to split it up themselves. 

Now, this is so typical of Mr. Talmadge-and so well illustrates 
the political and intellectual character and quality of the man, that 
I think it worth noting. 

Not a soul had protested the payment of the debt. 

He began to loudly charge there were protests. 

Why? 

Because he is a skillful propagandist. He wanted to make one 
loud, dramatic noise to attract attention so that he could distract 
attention from the real facts. He wanted to warp your thinking. 

His payment of the Tattnall debt was not, of course, for the 
primary purpose of paying a debt. It was a clever move by a 
man whom | often have presented as one of the most able poli- 
ticians and political psychologists in the country. 

It had two purposes. First, it attracted attention to him and 
to an “economy” move. It was an effort, on the way out, to 
have people remember him as the boy who really pays debts and 
is economy minded.

Becomes Contagious

Years ago a lodge in a certain town planned a basket supper. 
It isn’t necessary to mention the name of the order: enough to say 
that its membership included most of the town’s leading citizens and 
a large number of farmers. 

Members were asked to bring well-filled baskets, and each was 
expected to provide something that others could enjoy. The ladies 
baked their favorite pies and cakes, and the bachelors bought fruit. 
An improvised table of pine boards ran almost the length of 

lodge hall, and it was loaded to the limit. There was food 
enough for a regiment—piles of sliced ham and fried chicken, 
salads, preserves, pickles and pastries in wonderful variety 

Unfortunately, the lodge officials had had no experience in plan- 
ning such social affairs, and they placed too much faith in human 
nature and good manners. 

By 9 o'clock, when the table was ready, everybody was fam- 
ished, and impatient. A preacher called for order while he asked 
a blessing, and the people stood decorously against the walls till 
he had finished. But his amen was the signal for a wild stampede. 

Adults moved forward at a brisk pace, but swarms of small boys 
and girls beat them to the table by three jumps. 

What followed was utter bedlam—freedom turned to anarchy. 
Children grabbed with both hands, usually beginning with cake, 
then darted away to squirm between adults and snatch more 
tempting morsels from another part of the table. They would take 
a single bite from a piece of pie and toss it back to try another. 
Some, having both hands full and no place to park their accumu- 
lation, would throw everything under the table and start over 

At first there were angry glances and murmured words of dis- 
approval from shocked adults, but nobody felt free to slap other 
people's brats Then the example of the kids seemed to affect 
everybody and manners were forgotten Everybody grabbed AN 
table full of good food became a tangled mess of scraps 

Country women who had bro\ght cold biscuit and fresh pork 
began to fill their baskets with Hranges and bananas and whole 
cakes and pies. For a few minutes the whole crowd seemed ob- 
sessed with gluttonous greed—as senseless and wild as a panice- 
stricken mob in a burning theater. Then the supper was over, and 
polite people hadn't obtained as much as a sandwich. 

Outside a pen, there has been no other such display of selfish

MY DAY: Week 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Friday—It was very interesting to get a glimpse 
of the new congress and to watch the reaction to the President's 
speech on the floor and in the galleries. Because of my partial 

deafness I do not always hear every word of 

the speech, in spite of complete concentration. 

However, I find that with every speech that 

is worthwhile, one should read it several times 

in order to better understand its full meaning. 

The President’s uncle, Frederic Delano, went 

into the capitol with me and as we went up 

in the elevator he remarked that each mes- 

sage seemed to have an increasing significance, 

beginning with the first one when we were 

facing an unparalleled economic struggle in this 

country, to the present one when in spite of 

our greater hopefulness in military fields we 

face an unknown future for which we will 

lin to tind new solution. We are all adventuring in many dif- 
ferent fields of thought and action. 


After we left the capitol I went directly to a meeting of the 
Council of Personnel Administration. Dr. Davenport was pre- 
siding and they interrupted their business to let me talk to them 
for a little while on the British war situation. Then I answered 
questions and was surprised to find that it was a quarter before 
three when I left. 

A very interesting woman came to see me in the afternoon, 
Mabel Farrington Gifford, who is in charge in California of the 
program for teaching children who have speech impediments. Mrs. 
Gifford is going to send me something about the methods and the 
results which they have obtained, so I shall write a little more 
about it later on. 

Last night I attended the Marian Andersoff concert, given for 
Chinese relief. As every seat was filled in Constitution Hall, I 
am quite sure it was a successful financial undertaking. Miss An- 
derson’s program was beautiful and she was certainly most en- 
thusiastically received. It was a significant evening not only from 
the artistic point of view but from the social point of view. 

I have had word from the war activities committee of the 
motion picture industry, which is sponsoring a United Nations 
week beginning January 14 and continuing through January 20, 
that about 16,000 motion picture theaters will co-operate in ce- 
menting the friendly relations between our country and the Allied 
Nations and in raising funds for the relief committee of these 
nations. Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer has prepared, under the direc- 
tion of the theater committee, a special short subject, “You, John 
Jones.” It will be shown in al] these theaters and will be followed 
by a collection after each performance.
